experiments ar« to. be carried out on 
the Perry farm, In the northeast part 
of Lee. Th^ inclosure, which, to begin 
with, will cover about an acre, will In- 
close a tract of underbrush and scrub 
pine trees just north of the house oc- 
cupied by Mr. Richardson. When the 
birds begin, nesting in the spring the 
eggs will be gathered and set under 
bantam hens, as the pheasants do not 
do well when confined, even under the 
most favorable circumstances. When 
the young are hatched out, the most 
difficult part of the labor comes, as 
they cannot be fed the same bill of 
fare as chickens, but must have meat, 
worms, bug's, hard-boiled eggs, etc. 
When able to take care of themselves, 
selections will be made for future 
breeding purposes, and then additional 
mc-losures may be necessary and what 
remains of the covey are to be taken 
to some lonely spot on October moun- 
tain. This process will be repeated as 
often as possible, and with this addi- 
tion to what may come from ihe broods 
liberated, it is hoped to stock not only 
:h€ estate, but all the eastern hills. 
The law at present 
provides that 


pheasants shall not be taken at any 
season of the year, t or shall 
not be 


held except for the purpose of propo- 
gation. 
The experiments tried with 


quail have not been specially satisfac- 
tory, in that they have mot multiplied 
rapidly, hence the quicker and surer 
method with pheasanta

Displayed by Umiliaa as He 


Faced Death 


MADE NO FALTERING STEP 


Gave1 No Reply to Death Warrant 


and Left No Message to tbe World— 
Electrocution Successful In Every 
Respect— Brief Story of His Crime 


\ Boston, Dec. 24.— Without fear, Fran- 


OF szek Vmilian walked from his cell to 
the electric chair at 12:30 this morning 
and died without a murmur. A wonder- 
ful prisoner, he showed that he be- 
lieved death preferable to imprison- 
ment. When he was on trial for nmr- 
dei« he was asked if he would not make 
a confession and thereby escape death 
and in its place take a life sentence. 
At that time he said no; he would rather 
die than drag out his life behind the 
bars. He showed that he had the moral 
courage of his convictions, for he made 
no faltering step and left no message 
'to the world. The electrocution was 
sjccessful, even more so, if it were pos- 
sible, than that of last week. 


Tbe death warrant was read to him 


during the day, but to it he made no re- 
ply. He was iu readiness soon after 
midnight after Fr. Anderson, the prison 
chaplain, had spent a few minutes with 
him in prayer. Officers went after tbe 
prisoner and he rose from his couch 
and prepared to go with them. With the 
crucifix in his-left hand and following 
after Fr. Anderson he walked down tbe 
corridor and into the chamber, gave a 
glance around the room and with mar- 
vellous ealmueas seared himself in the 
chair. He was absolutely without sign 
of fear, and yet there was no bravado; 
it seemed a natural act of his and he did 
not show any excitement even when the 
leathern band was placed over his eyes. 
The preparations were speedily ac- 
complished and at 12:20 the signal was 
given. 


He died without a sound and the still- 


ness of the death chamber was only 
broken by Fr. Anderson's prayer for the 
dying. To the witnesses only a few i'eet 
away it did not look as if the unfortu- 
nate man's lips wen moved in prayer, 
but there had been a slight response to 
Fr. Anderson. The current of 19 am- 
pheres was applied for seven seconds, 
then reduced to three ampheres for 23 
seconds, and the two strengths re- 
peated, making the total contact a min- 
ute. After a- brief wait, a second con- 
tact, for not over two seconds, was 
given. Muscular action had shown 
slightly after the first contact was 
given. 


The crime for which Umilian paid the 


penalty was a horrible one. Kasimiers 
Jedrusek, commonly called "Jack," dis- 
appeared on Dec. 31, 1899, from 
the 


farm of Monroe Keith in Granby. 
H« 


and Umllian were employed there as 
farmhands. On the following April 10, 
jafter a long search about the farm, the 
ifeody of Jedrusek, horriby cut up and 
headless, was found in a sack in an un- 
used well. Two days later the head was 
Inearthed under the barn. Umilian and 
his wife Eosa were arrested, and boitK 
protested their Innocence. Rosa wa» 
not prosecttfed. 


The conviction of Umilian was se- 


cured on circumstantial evidence. The 
government held that a corn-cutter had 
been used to cut up the body, and that 
the crime was committed while the 
Keith family wera at church. The mo- 
tive, so far as it was established at the 
trial, was that the men had trouble be- 
cause of a. charge of two pounds of but- 
ter alleged to have been stolen by 
Jedrusek, and because Jedrusek had 
written to the priest at Chicopee before 
Umilian was married to Rosa, a do- 
mestic employed by Mrs. Keith, warn- 
ing the priest that Umilian had a wife 
1n tbe old country. It was also shown 
that Umilian had made threats against 
Jedrusek ia substance that he would 
fix him if he meddled with his proposed 
marriage with Rosa, which took place 
NOT. 18. Both men had lived in thQ 
Connecticut valley for about 10 years. 
hurlng that time Dmlliaa had saved and 
deposited in savings banks about $1400. 


Mr. Keith said both men were on the 


farm when he left for church, Jedrusek 
having harnessed the horse. He was 
missing when Mr. Keith returned, and 
'Umiiian and Rosa both said they did) 
not know where he had gone. 
Wit- 


nesses testiied to overhearing the quar- 
rels between the men over Rosa, 
Umilian insisted that he did not kill 
Jedrusek, and knew nothing about the 
crime. No actual evidence of the mur- 
der was adduced. 


Umilian was tried before Judges Sher- 


man and Stevens at Northampton on 
Oct. 5, 1900. The Jury wap out five 
hours. Sentence of death in tbe electric 
ichair in the following July was imposed 
at the next sitting of the court. Before 
July came, however, Umilian was re- 
spited until legal questions raised in the 
Btorti case were settled. 
TJmilian's 


counsel then asked Governor Crane and 
his council to commute the sentence to 
life imprisonment. After a hearing the 
request was refused. Umilian was re- 
moved to the state prison on July 1, and 
practically since that time had been in 
murderer's row. He took his imprison- 
ment Wi *h indifference. At his trial he 
was asked by Judge Sherman if he 
wished to say anything, and his reply 
was: "Me no kill Jack or anyone."

A QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE 


Rather Thao *<w Quantity of Beer 


Consumed 
<*t Socials—Methodists 


aud Baptists 
Adopt Resolutions 


Concerning Socials of Students 


Boston, Dec. 24.—Recent reports of 


the inauguration of a series of "beer 
socials" at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology have aroused the clergy- 
men of various denominations and the 
matter was taken up by the Bap- 
tist, Method^t and Congregationalist 
ministers at their weekly meetings yes- 
terday. 


At the Methodist preachers' meeting 


Rev. Dr. TV. T. Worth gave a lengthy 
report of the investigation committee 
that had been appointed at the meeting 
of a week ago to look into the state- 
ments regarding the recent beer-irmk- 
ing by students at Technology. The sub- 
stance of this report was that Dr. 
Pntchett of the institute wrote to the 
cornmitteea full letter, in which he says 
that the amount of beer drank at the 
"student smoker" was very small—only 
56 pints for 97 men, according to the re- 
port of the president of the class—and 
that he allowed the gatherings of the 
classes on the property of the institu- 
tion, where a simple lunch \\ as fur- 
nished, with a moderate amount of beer, 
rather than have the students meet at 
hotels and restaurants. 


The committee declared that this waa 


not a question of pints and quarts, but 
a question of principle. 


Resolutions 
were 
unanimously 


adopted, saying that "the members of 
the Boston Methodist ministers' meet4 
ing are greatly shocked and pained at 
this decadence in temperance sentiment 
and practice and hereby express our 
earnest hope that this backward step 
may be speedily abandoned in the in- 
terest of a really safe and technical 
education and for the sake of moral wel- 
fare of the hundreds of young men who 
are receiving its valued instruction, and 
of the thousandsVho, we believe, shall 
yet share its superior intellectual and 
practical advantages." 


At the Baptist conference, Rev. Dr. 


A. C. Dixon presented these resolu- 
tions, which wereadonted: 


"The Baptist conference of Boston 


and vicinity are constrained to make 
public their deep regret at the attempt 
made lately by the Massachusetts In- 
Etitute of Technology to establish among 
its students the beer-drinking habits of 
German university life. 
While dis- 


claiming all right or purpose to interfere 
with the personal opinions or habits «f 
the professors or the students, iliey 
deem It proper for them to respectfully 
urge that It is the settled policy of this 
commonwealth not to entourage tho 
nse of intoxicating drinks, but to dis- 
courage it by all possible restriction on 
the tariff, and they deem it unseemly 
for an institution supported by the state 
to antagoniz-e this policy, especially as 
it is generally conceded that ihe use of 
intoxiosilag liquor as a beverage con- 
stitutes a serious impediment in the 
way of that Intellectual culture and 
progress wnich the institution was 
fouudea to promote." 


A similar resolution was( offered at 


the Cangregadoealist ministers' meet- 
ing, but it was tabled. On motion of 
Rev. Mr. Carter it was voted to invito 
President Pritchett of the Slasssfchu- 
eetts Institute of Technology to address 
them next Monday on the 
"Students' 


Problem."

Washington, Dec. 24.—Secretary Long 


said yesterday, in response to inquiries 
concerning the reprimands reported as 
soon to be administered to Eear Ad- 
mirals Brown and Belknap, retired, for 
their comments upon the result of U 
1 


Scbley court of inquiry, that he had ir. 
yet got around to their cases. Beyou 
that he refused to b<> drawn into a dih 
cnssion of the subject. 


It is possible that these officers, being 


on the retired list and therefore a little 
off the main line of discipline, may not 
be called to account, provided they 
recognize the lesson of recent events 
and have the prudence to keep their own 
counsel hereafter; but if they do any- 
thing further to keep alive the naval con- 
troversy they will hear from the presi- 
dent with a message which will make 
their ears ring. He is resolved, at any 
cost, to stamp out this scandal. 


The dismissal of iSaclay and the repri- 


mand to Miles are conspicuous parts of 
his program. He has no purpose of lak- 
ing the side of either faction against tho 
other, and any officer who reopens the 
squabble in Sampson's behalf will suf- 
fer as prompt and exemplary punish- 
ment as he who champions Schley's 
cause out of court.

Comparative Price of Gas, 


The Pittsfield gas company yields to 


popular demand for cheaper gas. and 
yesterday morning, at a meeting held 
with William R. Plunkett, it was de- 
cided to reduce the rate from $2 per 
1000 feet, with 15 per cent discount for 
prompt payment, to $1.50 per 1000 feet, 
with a 10 per cent rebate, making the 
rate really $1.35. The rate in this city 
is $1.60 for lighting purposes and 11-20 
for stoves or power, with 10 per cent 
off in each case, making thfe net rates 
?1.44 and $1.08. The new Pittsfleld rate 
is less when only lights are used.
